— Newfoundland's pro- 
visional cabinet, headed by D. J. Greono, 
after being in ofTioo but little more than a 
month resigned to-day. Tho resigning min- 
Istora advised Governor O'Brien to ubk ex. 
Premier Whitoway to form u cabinet. Sir 
William Whiteway this afternoon ooneent- 
ed to resume the premiership and will under- 
take to have bis oabioet ready to-morrow.

Bay to-morrow in a leader on Newfoundland 
affairs: "Sir William Whiteway was 
notoriously a victim of tho violonoo of party 
feeling.

Chiua's Stronghold Captured by the 
Japauese— Betreat of tbe 
Defenders. 



Fnrcbase of Larire Quantities of War 
Material— Prospects of Peace 
Btfore End of Winter. 



London, Feb. I. — The Central News cor- 
respondent In Tokio telegraphs the follow- 
ing despatch from Marshal Oyama received 
under to-day's date from Talien Wan : "All 
the land forts at Wel-Hai-Wei have been 
taken. She enemy retreated beyond Fung 
Llnobl. The Chinese warships were not 
captured and are still firing at us. I am in- 
quiring as to tbe losses on both sides and am 
examining the prlaoners and spoils. The 
Japanese torpedo boats have been sunk and 
ironclad disabled. No foreigner baa 
bean hurt. Wel-Hal-Wol is quiet. Tho 
Chinese bolted when the actual aaaault waa 
made. It Is stated that their Iobs waa 2,000 
men. Lullungtau, an Island near the city, 
on which the workshops and some forta are, 
la BtlU in tho handa of tho Chincso. All 
the Europeans in the city escaped unhurt." 

The Daily News saya that the command- 
ant at \^ el- Hal- Wei la Peter Nielsen, a 
Norwegian naval officer, 31 years old. 

The Central News correspondent in Tokio 
forwards the following dispatch received 
from the third Japanese army, dated Talien 
Wan, February 1 : "On January 30 the 
second division captured an eminence at 
Fung Llnchl and bivouacked there. Yester- 
day tbe division began an aaaault on 
Paohiyaso. Tbe warships slmultaneoualy 
bombarded the Palohiyaao forts, Tho 
sixth division began to advance at 
2 o'clock in the morning and at 
9 o'olook had taken poasession of 
most of the enemy's lino of defences. Ad- 
vancing behind Mount Ku they completely 
captured the Paic.iiyaao forta. By 12:."0 
o'clock the equadron aignalled that they 
hold possosBion of tho eastern entrance. 
The Chinese floot were inside Liukuog island, 
and conjointly with tho Wangtao fort were 
firing at our ships and troops. Our equad- 
ron is blocking uutli entrances and thn 
fighting continues. At -l o'olook tho second 
division httd appsroutly occupied tho im- 
portant point of Woochuunto." 

The Times has tho following from Hong- 
kong; " (jonoral Fung is about to march 
from Kwung Tung with 5,000 troops to ae- 
aiat Viceroy Chang in tho defence of Nan- 
king. General Fung fought against tho 
French ot Annum. 

The Standard will say to-morrow: "It is 
roported that China has bought v.-ar ma- 
terial from Krupp to tho value of i:;!00,OUO. 
Part of the material is sairl to be already 
aboard two steamers, and two other ateom- 
ers will follow with tho remainder. Tho 
orows are to bo paid douublo rates." 

A Japanese ollioiul in London said in an 
interview to-duy that he did not expect that 
Peking would bo reached this winter. Tho 
object of the Japanese, ho said, was nob to 
capture Peking, DUt only to reap the fruita 
of their viotorles. He thought that if the 
terms of the Chinese peace envoys wore 
reasonable, peace could be concluded before 
tbe end of the winter. 

WashinqTON, Feb. 1. — Tbe appointment 
of Count Ito and Viscount Matsu as ropre- 
aenlatlvca of Japan to treat with tho 
Chinese peace envoya waa made known to 
tho oflioialaof tho Japr.noao legation through 
an official cable. The negotiations will take 
place at Hiroshima. It is definitely settled 
that Mr. Foster will not bo allowed to 
attend tho sittings of tho peace oommlaalon.

Whether or not Mr. Nell Heath, first 
assistant master in the Victoria Collegiate 
Institute, baa been guilty of a violation of 
article 16 of the public Bchool rules and 
regulations, waa the subject of an inquiry by 
tU'S members of the trustee board at tbe 
sohool yesterday. The proceedings opened 
at 2:30 o'clock, with Chairman Hayward 
presiding and all tbe trustees preaont, and 
were not concluded until seven in tho even- 
ing. All the girls of Mr. Heath's division, 
as well as aevoral of the boys, related the 
cironmatanees of the history lesson in tbe 
course of which Mr, Heath ia anpposed to 
have held up the Romon Catholio faith to 
rldioulo. Then the pupils went to tbelr 
homea, Mr. Heath retired, and tbe membera 
of the board spent two full hours in diaousa- 
ing tbe qneation that had brought them to- 
gether. The outcome of tbia diaonssion was 
tbe adoption on a division of a reaolatlon 
withholding an expression of opinion 
until tho verdict of tbe Counoil of Publio 
Instruction has been had. For this Trns- 
teea Marcbant, Glover and Lewis voted 
" aye," Truateea Saunders and Lovell "nay," 
and the Chairman, although not in a position 
to vote, expreaaed hia atrongost disapproval. 

Article 16 of the sohool act says that 
" tho highest morality shall bo inculcated 
but no religious dogma nor creed ahall be 
taught. Ttio Lord's Prayer may be used in 
opening or closing tho sohool." It was in 
explaining the Test act of the reign of 
Charles II that Mr. Heath is said to bavn 
assailed the Roman Catholio faith by cast- 
ing diacredit upon the doctrine of traDsub- 
atantiatlon. 

At tho opening of yesterday's meeting 
Mr. Heath was asked if he had any state- 
ment that he wished to lay before the 
board. Accepting tbia invitation the teacher 
said that while ho had little to add to hla 
former statement he might further explain 
his position. He recognized that the rela- 
tion of the incident of his experience at the 
otiurch of the Madeleine in Paris had been 
injudicious, but he assured the board that 
he bad had no Intention of holding the 
Romon Catholic faith up to contempt. He 
had accepted the wafer from the ofiiciating 
priest at communion merely out of curiosity, 
and had told his class of the Incident almply 
to interest them in tbe history leseon and 
make clear to them the doctrine of transnb* 
atantiatlon. It waa evident that a portion 
of hia remarka had been miiinterpreted or 
mlaconatmed and for thia he could only 
express sincere regret. 

Mr, Heath's letter on the anbjsot to Prin- 
cipal E. B. Paul was then read — it has 
already been publlabed In full in the CoiAK- 
isr— and 

Trustkb Mabobant inquired wherein 
tho doctrine of the Roman Catholic church 
had changed since the time of Charles II. 

What explanation was necessary 7 

Mr, Heath explained that his Intention 
had been to illustrate how public opinion 
had changed in tho period referred to — not 
tbe doctrine. 

Trcstkh Makciiant held that the re- 
lation of tbe Paris incident did not help the 
lesson any. It was unnecessary and cer- 
tainly offensive to tbe Roman Catholio 
pupila. 

Asked for a further explanation of what 
he really had said, 

Mr. Hoath regretted that he could not 
recall hie exact words. He certainly had 
not said " that tho priostB guzzled the wine." 
The words used, as nearly as he could re- 
member, were that the oommunioanta got 
the bread and tho priests the wine. 

Tho denial by Mr. Hoath that he had ever 
made tho remark, literally or In effect, that 
the body of Jesus Christ must have been 
very large to supply bo many people, having 
been formally recorded, the examination 
proceeded of the pupils of the second divi- 
sion, Tho first witness called was 

Miss Wlnnifred Creech, aged 16. She re- 
membered the occaalon of Mr. Heatb't ex- 
plaining the doctrine of tranaubstantiation 
when the Teat act waa tbe anbjeob 
of the history lesson. In his ex- 
planation Mr. Heath said that when In Paria 
he had attended communion at one of the 
leading Roman Catholic churches and had 
received a wafer whlob he put In his pocket. 
To him It was nothing more than a wafer, 
though to a Roman Catholic it was literally 
tho body of Jeans Christ. Miaa Creech tup- 
poaed that Mr. Heath's anecdote waa Intend- 
ed to explain the dootrino of tranaubstantia- 
tion. She had not understood It before. 
Nor did sho understand it now. Tho Roman 
Catholics in tho class did not at all like what 
Mr. Heath said, though aho did not think 
Mr. Heath's remarks were intended as ridi- 
oulo of that or any other religion. Sho waa 
()uito euro that Mr. Heath did not say that 
the communicants gob the bread and the 
priests " guzzled " the wine. 

Alice iv Dalhy, a miss of 14, also remem- 
borod thii eventful histury lesson and Mr. 
Heath's Paris anecdote in illustration of the 
dootrino of tranBubstantiation. Ho said that 
when ho rocoivod tho wafer at communion 
in tho church of the Madeloln, ho book it 
from his mouth and put it In hia pookot. To 
him lb was nothing more than any other 
piece of broad. Tho Roman Catholics, he 
Brtid, believed that it was really the body of 
Christ and that tho wine was His blood. 
She did not hear Mr. Heath say that the 
body of Chrlat must have been large to sup- 
ply brdad to the whole world. She could 
not say whether or not he bad made thia 
remark. 

Alice Doran, aged 16 and a Roman Cath> 
olic, remembered diatinotly Mr. Heath'a 
remarka In qneation. He bad told of going 
to communion at a Roman Catholio ohnroE 
in Paris and rooeivlng a wafer from the 
prieab. This he had put in hia pocket. 
According to tbe Roman Catholio belief It 
was a portion of tho rent body of Christ. 
Mr. Heath said that tho body of Christ 
must have been very largo to supply so 
many. Ho was, she boliovod, a member of 
tho English church himself ; ho had told tho 
olasB that In any remark ho might make bo 
had no intention or dosiro to attack any 
religion.

Mr. Ciomenb Vacher, who owns 
largely In Iheae two mines, ia at preaent ac- 
tively engaged in development work, and 
the ore, at leaat to inexperienced oyoa, cer- 
tainly locks good enough to warrant any 
reasonable outlay. The Jack of Spadea ia a 
copper and gold proposition, and the speci- 



men exhibited from the St. Lawronoo con- 
tained a streak of nearly pure gold, which 
made the eyes of old minors glisten as they 
examined it. The captain has determined 
to give bis attention in future exolusively to 
the mining industry. 

Tho funeral of Luc Girouard on Sunday 
was the laac scene in the career of a native 
of Niooleb County, Quebec, who bad been a 
sailor, explorer, miner and the pioneer 
rAUchfr of tho Okanagan country. In 1853 
ho came out on Gen'iral Fremont's secord 
exploring expedition, and when it had com- 
pleted its work he struck south into Cali- 
fornia, where he worked for six years aa a 
miner. Early in the Mxtica ho reached tho 
Okanagan country, being the first white 
minor on Cherry creek. After spending 
two yeara at Okanogan mission ho settled on 
tho ranoh whioh is now embraced under the 
municipal limits of Vernon. Later on a dis- 
pute for the poaaession of tho pre emption 
arose with F. G. Vernon, who had acquired 
a claim to it, but it waa amicably 
adjuatod, and for a riQs whiuh he gave to 
Mr Vernon he became owner of tho prop- 
erty, tho value of whioh ot tho present day 
it would be hard to determine. Hla honoat, 
straightforward character commanded the 
reapecbof all who knew him, and hie kindly 
and generoua aotiona endeared him to any 
who were privileged to become bia intimate 
friends. His fnneral was the largoat that 
ever took place in Vernon, the procession 
being nearly a quarter of Ik mile in length, 
while the floral tributes were sxoeedingly 
numerous. 

NEL80N. 

(From tho Tribune.) 

Tho working force at the Silver King 
mine has been increaeed, but a new super- 
intendent haa not yet arrived. 

Number One mine, in Ainaworth diatrict, 
ia being worked by tho Nova Sootia ayndi- 
o ite, of whioh U. W. MoVicar ia manager. 
Twenty-four men are at work and tho 
management expect to begin running tho 
eoncontrator on Monday. The output, 
ab^ut aix tons a day, is "dry" ore, and the 
Pilot lUy ameltor gets it all. 

0(1 January 1 the ownora of the Good- 
enough mineral claim, in Stooan district, 
shipped 22 tona of ore to tho amelter at 
Great Falls, Montana, and on the 2Iab 
Arthur Goodenough, ono of the owners, 
dreiv tho net roturna. Tho galena aampled 
768 0UDC3B silver and GO per cent, lead to 
tho ton, and the carbonates .375 ounooa 
silver and 17 per ccni. lead. After deduct- 
ing freight charges from Kaslo to tho 
smelter, the duty and the smelting charges, 
the 22 tons yielded the owners $5,435 12. 

About a wok ago a vein carrying copper 
ore was discovered on the tunnel level in tho 
Blue Bell mine, opposite Ains worth. It 
shows a width of over six feet between well 
defined walls, the ore sampling from 11 to 
17 per cent, copper. A shaft will be suck 
ono hundred feet in order to determine the 
permanency of tho vein, and if it !: found to 
be permanent a oopper stack will ha added 
to the smelter at Pilot Bay, 

The shipments from Kootenay for January 
will aggregate in value a quarter of a mil- 
lion of dollars. Trail Creek ia shipping at 
the rate of $150,000 worth of oro a month 
with but two mines in active operation ; Slo- 
can is producing leas tonnage than Trail 
Creek, but its oro selb for twice aa much ; 
Ainaworth haa two shippers ; and tho great 
low grade Blue Bell mine, opposite Aina- 
worth, is shipping on an average one hun- 
dred tons a day to the arneltor at Pilot Bay, 
and within a month will be ehlpping two 
hundred tons a day. Southern Kootonay is 
beginning to bo in It. Toad Mountain, be- 
lieved to bo the richeab of them all, Is neb 
now shipping. 

ENERGY AND ENTERPRISE. 

The Pilot Bay Smelter In Spite of Every 
Obstacle Almost Beady to Be 
Blown In. 

(From the Nelson Tribune.) 
Although six months have scarcely 
elapsed since the partially completed 
smelter buildinga at Pilot Biy were snr- 
rounded by the wreckage of the high water 
of June last, a 200-ton ooncentrator is In 
operation, four roasters have been built and 
two of them put in use, an eighty- ton stack 
is almost ready to be blown in, machinery is 
being placed in position for aampling worka, 
and every barge on Kootonay lake ia being 
used to transport either ore or fuel. To 
do this rccjuired both grit and money. 
A Connecticut Yankee had both, and the 
day is not far distant when Britiah Columbia 
will have a amelter in actual operation. 
Tho concentrator was first storted about two 
weeks ago, and with few alterations has 
worked smoothly and aatiafactorily. It haa 
a nominal oapaoity of 150 tons in 2-1 hours, 
but 200 tona can readily be run through in 
that time. L'iBt Monday night ninety tona 
were run through in twelve hours. The 
roaators have a capacity of ten tona ouch in 
24 hours. The stack, whioh is nearly com- 
pleted, will have a capacity of 80 tons daily. 
Ore and fluxes and fuel are already accumu- 
lating in the bins, and by tho time the 
aniolter ia ready there will bo ore enough on 
bund and in sight to keep it running, not 
for a day or two, but for months.

THE liENEflTS OK DUAI.N'Alli;. 

Urulnage ia a Bubjco'i of very groat 
portanco both to tho farmer und the 
gardener, so much bo thut It ia now gonor 
ally admitted by the moat auoooeaful oulti- 
vatora of the dmy that neither grain nor 
fruits can be profitably grown on wot land, 
I will, therefore, endeavor to show the 
neaeBBity for drainage and the roasona why 
tender planta and fruit trcoa in particular 
do not grow oucoeBafulIy on land that is for 
any considerable length of time saturated 
with water. It ia well known that a certain 
degree cf heat must be present in the noil 
before any activity of tho roots can take 
place, and that at a very low temperature 
root action must altogether cease. This is 
just what takes place with trooa planted in 
wet land. 

The spocifio gravity of water ia greatest at 
a temperatuni Blightly above frefzlng point 
— from .14 to or -10 dfgrooa. This is gen- 
erally the temperature of tho water that 
falls during winter, andbeirghaavlerthanthe 
water of the aprirg and aummer raina, la not 
displaced by it, but remaloa in the ground 
until evaporated by tho heat of summer. 

The temperature of wot land taken in the 
early part of tho month of June by ioaerting 
a thermometer nine inohes below the surface 
was found to be about 40 degrees Fahrenheit, 
while thstti of air was 80 degccas, and of 
drained land at the same time and aamo 
depth of ninoirohea, waa 60 ' degrees, ahow- 
ing a dlffjrence of '20 degrees of heat in favor 
of drained land and a dilTisrenco of -10 do- 
grota botiween the tompera'uro of the air and 
that of tho wot lund. 

1 h ) rucain lor tho hicher temperature of 
tho dri>ln( d lond la very clour, bocauao ua 
tho heavier water that Inlla during winter 
ia drainicg away the lighter and wurmer 
water of tno Bpriog ond summor rainu la 
taking ita place and as thii in turn drains 
away air muat follow und with the ait the 
incroaaing temperature of tho soaaon, whioh 
ia always in proportion t) tho activity and 
pro(7rfFitnf vpgctiition. 

Those who are ongiged in forcing voge 
tables and fruits well know that unless the 
tomporaturo of tho roots ia in proportion to 
that of the air, failure will lio tho reaulb. 
Inatanoea were known where a high tem- 
perature waa kept up In vinerlea for nearly 
throo months without tho canea coming in- 
to loaf, the cnuao being a wot condition of 
tho border outaido in whioh the canea were 
planted, and although a tropical heat ut the 
top there waa tho cold of winter at tho 
roots and hence tho result. 

While it ia quite true that aome of our 
hardier treea, shruba and planta will grow 
on oomparativoly wot and cold land It ia 
equally truo that fruic treea that are either 
nativea of warmer olimatea or varieties 
raised from tiiese by high cultivation will 
nob do 80 withont beuoming dlaeaaed and 
oankered. 

I may mention the apple tree in illnstrat- 
inf; this point. On well drained land the 
tree ia generally healthy, healthy atook 
havlDg been planted, bub on wet land iho 
beat 8 cook will loon become unheelihy and 
■bow canker, that ia, patches of dead burk 
and also part ol tho wood on young trees 
and on yonog branches of older trees. 

Long and very so^eatlfio articles were 
written by horticultural editors on this aub- 
jsot, some sixty years ago, attributing the 
oanae of canker in apple trees to tho cold 
weather in the aprine oocuring during the 
rising of the sap. Beautiful theorioa wore 
in voguo calculated to explain the cause of 
canker by doacribing the Qow of the sap, 
tho opinion then held was that if frost oc- 
curred at a particular time canker would 
result. Theae theories have long ago been 
abandoned and thoao who held them have 
probably died out or have perhaps adopted 
more modern views. The fact is simply 
this, that as tho warm weather at spring 
commeocoa and tho sap begins to rise there 
ia no asBlstanoe from the roots, the aap 
resaela aimply buret and dying away of the 
bark and part of the wood takea place. 

Experimeata'have been made by pi anting 
perfectly houlthy apple trees in wot ground, 
that ia, whoro holes are tilled with water aa 
aeon aa dug. Tho roota boing examined 
three or four daya afterwards it was found 
that decay had actually set in. The length 
of time after the treea were planted until 
the roots showed any decay was found to bo 
Bhortor as tho season advanced. 

On drained land the roots aro more or loaa 
active during the whole winter storing np 
noarisbnicnt for the coining soaaon ; this is 
particularly the case in this country, where 
the winters are so mild, and cojiscquently 
treea or planta grown on auch land are more 
hardier and of a decidedly healthier conati- 
tntion than those grown on web land with 
the temperature of winter at their roota and 
that of summer at their tops. 

Apart from the increase of temperature 
drained land is benefitted by the access of 
the air, indeed, a volume might ba written 
on this Bubjsot alone, bub it Is snfficlont here 
to say thac certain gaaes of the air are car- 
ried down by the raina and deposited in tho 
aoil or absorbed by drained land from the 
air, acting on Bubatances already in the aoil 
and making these more suitable (or plant 
food. 

Another odvantage of draining land oon- 
siatB of the longer period of growth obtained 
thereby, in sumo cases two and in others 
three months, for inntanco : 

By Bowing oiUb rn wot land during tho 
month of Juno or July after tho water hufl 
evaijoruted BuMioiently to tiuike auc'i an 
operation ponsiblo, tho result would ho very 
dilforont from that of eowiiig on well drained 
land in M.'jrch, and tho diiriireDoo would be 
as grout at) that between straw and groin 

" There ia a aoason for everything " is 
very truo in nc;ricuUuro aa well aa in horti- 
culture. Tho halrny air and heavy dowa cf 
epriug uro favorablo to tho dovelopn}ent of 
roota, loavea ur.d wood, the warmer air and 
etrong sunshine of summer to mature thoao, 
and the man who ia not able to sow or plant 
in season is simply " out of season " or be 
hind time in tho truest aenao of the word. 

I will nob dwell at any length on the 
operations of drainage, nor on the materials 
used, for as good results may bo obtained by 
nsicg one material as another so long aa the 
main object, that of carrying off the water 
from wet land is attained, aerating the aoil. 
But whatever material be used, whether 
tiloB, rock or wood, the drains should have a 
proper outlet and regular fall, and ongbt to 
bo, whether open or covered, not less than 
throo foet in depth if possible, bub drains 
four foot deep are mnch to be preferred. 
At thia depth the material is out of the 
reach of the spade or plough, and if the 
work bo well done the drains are more 
ofli-otuai. 

Thoao who make tho dralna just deep 
enough to enable them to plow without 
tearing up the material often point to the 
withered grain or dead trooa planted above 
tho dralna and aay that drainpgo h a failure, 
yoB, that kind of drainage Is a decided 
failuro. 

But thIa doea not prove that drainage la a 
failuro if dono ia tho right way. 

Our climate, though molat, Ic on tho whole 
favorable to fruit growing and genera! farm- 
ing, but when the rainfall is so great drain- 
age is absolutely neoeasary and, U not adop- 



ted, disappointment and loas must bn the 
inevitable reaulb. 



LOUKCNW FORWARD. 

To TiiK KiHTOii :— One of your corres- 
pondents u few days age apoko of tho ex- 
penae attending the clearing cf laud in thia 
province and suggested that the government 
might do aomethtng towards helping sottlora 
to a start. There ia something in thia. It 
ought nob to be imposaiblo to devlso some 
auch plan, the coat of the improvemonta to 
be repaid by the aettlor. One thing cannot 
bo too strongly impreascd upon the people 
of Brltiah Columbia, namely, that tboro ia 
very much more money being aent out of 
the province than there ought to bo for farm 
produce that could just aa well bo raiaed 
here, I noticed ia a late Issue of the Foat- 
Intelllgenoer cf Seattle that that city is be- 
coming largely independent of all outaide 
supplies of farm produoo, the farmera of 
WuBhiugtoa keeping the market provided 
with fruit, vegetables, dairy prodnots and 
eggs. Tbia is a great saving to tho com- 
munity. It keeps thousands of dollars at 
home that .otherwise wonld have to be aent 
away. (Chia money finds its way into every 
department of industry. Nothing so much 
oontributos to the pefmantot prosperity of 
any country a* an independent agrionltnral 
oammunity. 

From what obaetvations I have been able 
to make on thia coast I believe that dairy 
farming can bo proaeoatod here with grout 
advantage. The grasses are nutritious ; 
the season Is lorg ; cabbages and roots tor 
Winter feeding can bo grown In quantltiea 
per acre such ae can bo aurpiaeod nowhere, 
and such oxporimonta In raising onailugo 
corn as have oomo under my no'.ioo have 
boon very Bucceaaful. Tho area available 
for tho growth of hay and roota in this 
province is very large. Some of tho finest 
crops I hiivo over seen wore grown upon 
uphtiid which had been timbered with 
heavy lir. In nearly all new onuntriea tho 
tendency is to minimizo tho amble area. 
Explorers may ovorcatimato everything elao 
bub they are almost certain to undoroatimate 
tho farming area. I recall tho case of one of 
the Canadian provincoa where an expanse of 
country, now as fino a farming section 
as can be found anywhere, was up to thirty 
yoara or so ago marked on the maps as 
" worthless for any purpose," One of the 
Puget Sound papers last year said, in etfeot, 
that five years ago no one thonght tho up- 
lands ot Western Washington were good for 
anything in the way of farming, but the ex- 
perience of the last few years has proved 
that millions of acres, nob hitherto classed 
as arable, must be included in any adtquate 
estimate of the agricultural capabilitiea of 
that part of the neighboring State. 

The natural richness of the soil on the is- 
lands and in the valleys of the coast region 
oi British Cclnmbia and the climatic condi- 
tions prevailing are such that small hoUHnga 
are to be advocated In preference to large 
onea. From forty to eighty aorea ought;, as 
a rule, to bo Rufiicient. Thia will ensure 
thorough cultivation and tho formation ot 
compact Bottlomenia. Liirgo farms v nn 
only a small fraction of their area utili/. d, 
farm housea strung out at li "g 
intervals, making Booial intorcourBu 
and the maintenatc3 of schoola almost 
impotaiblo, are featuree which exiat in too 
many countriea and are a aerioua drawback 
to aettlemont. Moreover, they increase tho 
coat of maintaining roada. It would be 
wise for tho logialaturo to have in mind the 
doviaing of aomo policy whereby tho com- 
pact settlenient of tho country can be en- 
couraged. Fifty years ago men were will- 
ing to go ou( into tho forest, far away from 
anyone else, and surrendering all chance for 
yoaia of enjoying tho advantages of aocial 
intercourse carve out farnia for their fam- 
ilies. Thuy will not do so now. Therefore 
the policy of a country inviting colonizition 
muat conform itself to the now idea. There- 
lore, alao, no polioy cf railway conitruotion 
will prove aucceaiful in leading to colcnlea- 
tlon nnloaa it la supplemented by a jadiolons 
system of higbwaya. 

I have spoken of dairy farming at the 
fundamental branch of British (Columbia 
agriculture. But by dairy farming I do not 
simply mean the making of butter and 
oheeae. I am a atrong believer in these two 
branches of Industry, but I also know that 
if thoy aro carried on Buccosafuliy they 
draw in their train other thinga of 
even greater importance. Dairy farming 
means careful farming ; it moans farming as 
a busincsB, not aimply as u sort of mako- 
flhift. Tho experience of nearly every local- 
ity whrro dairy farming haa been made tho 
basis of ths agricultural community ia that 
it olevatea tho whole buBlnoes of huabandry. 
iVn Illustration of thia on a largo acalo ia 
afforded by the province of Ontario. It 
might bfl intoreating, if apace permitted, to 
show why thia ia bo ; but I will not enter 
nto thia now, and will dismies tho subject 
by saying that univeraal cxporicnco ia to tho 
effect that co-operative dairying, In aomo 
one of tho forma in which it ia in aucoeaaful 
operation in miny places, appears to be 
almost caaontlal to tho attainment of the 
boat results. By it cheapness and uniform- 
ity of production are onaurod, and theae 
two conaldcrationa play a large part in de- 
termining the profit in dairying. 

I need not argue that what the provircs 
ncede, almoat aa much as it needs anything, 
is that elfect shall be given to the ideas 
above advanced. The question upon 
which there may bo some difTerenco of 
opinion will bo as to tho moans of realizing 
thorn. I will not nov.' attempt more than to 
euggeat aomo of tho reaaona that occur to mo 
why wo may expect with aomo dcgreo of 
confidenoB that aottlera will come to this 
province when or.co tluy learn of ita ndvun- 
tagea. 

In tho United Stalep land tit for farming 
ia becoming very aoarco. It ia only nccea- 
aary to remind roa''"rB of tho Oklahoma 
" ruah," tho " ru h" to tho Sioux roeorva- 
tlon, and tho olh'-i " ruthoa " which have 
tiken place whenever ony coniiidorablo tract 
lit for oottlement has been thrown open. 
There ia an immonao area in the United 
States whioh may bo made extremely pro- 
ductive by irrigation, but this is not being 
prepared for aottloment at all In proportion 
to iho natural incrooso of population, not to 
speak of tho immigration. Then it must bo 
conceded that what Is known was tho Middle 
West, particularly parta of Toxaa, Kansas, 
and Nebraska, has during tho lust few yeara 
received very muoh of a black eye, by 
reaaon of orop failures and other 
Ciuses. British Columbia oan oSer 
to settlers a large area of land in a 
climate which, all thinga considered, ia as 
favorable as any to be bad on the continent. 
More actual loss and diacomforb are suffered 
in aome parts of the United States by a 
single atorn) than a man would experience 
in a lifetime in this proviuoe. With some 
knowledge cf the oondttiona which exist 
elaewhoro, I feel warranted in aaying that 
there ia no part of the continent where a 
mm, who farniB with ordinary Intolligenco 
and industry, can count more certainly up: n 
a comfortable living and a fair provision for 
old ago than In this province. Good laws, 
well administered, good educational facili- 
ties, equal rights and tho thorough con- 
fldeoco of the people In their Institutiona 
are among tho advantagoa which thia country 
poaaoBaoB, and thoy are not tho leuat among 
them, 

lb aeema to me that the one thing needed 
at this particular time ia that the province

Those who listened to the very latorest- 
ing diaoaaaion at the oonvenUooa of the 
hortioalturiata and the dairymen muat have 
come to tho oonolueion that it is impoBsible 
to grow good fruit and to make tho best 
butter without taking a great deal of paina. 
It could be seen chat both in fruit-growing 
and in butter-making the greatest as well as 
the moat oonatant attention muat be paid to 
detalL Neglect, oarelesaness and ignorance 
are the greateat enemies to sucoess. The hap- 
py. go-lucky style will never do either 
in tho orchard or the dairy. And 
it is the same in cultivating iiuweia. Plants 
and trees have hosts of enemies, animal and 
vegetable. Theae enemiea must be watched 
Bsaidnonaly or the labors of years may bo 
loat in a aeaaon or two. Inaeota almost too 
amall to be aoen by the naked eye and vege- 
table growths which appear to tho uninitiat- 
ed to be harmiesa or of but little conse- 
quence, may, if left to do their work or to 
grow, do an amount of miaohief whioh it 
will be most difficalt to repair. The frnitr 
xaiser and the florionlturiat muat be always 
on the watoh. They must not only know 
what to do in every exigency, but they must 
be ready to do it at tho ligiit time and in 
tho right way. From what the attentive 
liatonor to the diaouaalona heard ho was 
forced to the conoluaion that preparing tho 
ground for an orohard or garden and plant- 
ing treea and sowing aeeda are the leaat part 
of the work. To tho careful orohardlst and 
gardener trees and plants are the objeota of 
the greatest solicitude. He caanot utrord to 
neglect thorn for a week. 

It is much tho aanio with the dairy. Tho 
man who wants to make hia dairy a aaooeaa 
muat take groat puins in the choice of his 
oowa. They should be of the beat broods ; 
they ahonld be in good health ; they must 
bo well houeod and well fed. Milk being 
an oxcoedingly delic:»te fluid and moat 
susceptible of contamination, it must be 
treated with the utmoat care. lb ahonld 
never by any ehanoe be expoaed to in- 
flaenoea wbioh deatroy ita purity or injure 
Ita flavor. The qnatity of the batter made 
from it dupouds upon tho oaro that is taken 
to keep it, puro and uweot. Tho reason why 
there ia so much inferior butter and ao much 
ill-flavored milk ia that anlBaient oare ia not 
taken to keep the oowa under favorable eon- 
ditiona, and to proteot the milk from con- 
taminating influenoea. 

It may be said that it is too much bother to 
be continually fueuing about trceu and plants, 
and to take as muoh care of cowa aa if thoy 
were human beings. But if it could bo 
proved that this care and attention pay in 
the long run, that in fact aucoesa ia impossi- 
ble without them, the people who talk in this 
way might be induced to change thoir views. 
The leaeon whioh tho oonventiou taught ia a 
neoeaaary and a wholesome one. What has 
ruined a great number of froit treea in tho 
gardens of the town and ita auburba! Sim- 
ply want of attention. Treea whioh oould 
be made to yield good oropa of fruit are notv, 
for want of proper looking after, nothing 
bat neata for all kinda of ineoct postn and 
centres from whioh disease is spread. What 
gardens and what grounds in the oity and 
auburbs are tho moat beautiful and In tho 
most) flouriahing condition ! (Thoae that are 



It la said that figures cannot lie. That la 
in a sense true, but everyone who has ex- 
amined statibtioal atatementa oloaely knows 
that figures oleverly manipulated can be 
made to convoy a f»leo or an oxooodlngly In- 
accurate improaelon. What Mr. Laurior 
said tho other day when comparing tho in- 
oroaao of tho population of Montreal be- 
tween the dooadoa 1871-81 and 1881-91 
ia a oiae in point. He atated that) 
the increase of the population of 
Montreal in tho former decade, dur- 
ing wbioh tho oountry had a revenue larifT, 
waa .'!1 por cent., and in the latter, during 
whioh tho National Policy waa in force, the 
increase was IJi) per cent. 

This bald statement ia oorreot aa far aa 
tho figures go, but it ia not by any moana 
Qorroct aa to the inQuonoo of tho protective 
tariff on the oity, as ic did not take in towns 
md viUagca which aro not included within 
tho corporate limits of tho oity, but which 
are to all intents and purposes parts of Mon- 
treal and their inhabitants are known aa 
Montrealera. Aa the bueineaa, manufactur- 
iug and other, of Montreal inoreased these 
suburban municipalities inoreaaod in papula- 
tion. Rent being lower in them than 
in the centre cf tho city, and aa they were 
better places to bring up children in than 
the crowded lanea of the oity proper many 
mechanics, olerka and othera who worked in 
the city lived in the pleasant places outside 
Its limits. They consequently owed the in- 
creaao of their population between 1881 and 
1891 to tho increase of businoaa done in tho 
oity of Montroal. In order, therffore, to 
make a fair comparison of the inoreaae of 
Montreal during the two deoadee the in- 
crease of the whole county of Hooholaga 
should bo oonsidorod, " The population 
of Montreal and Hochelaga," the Montreal 
Gazette says, " between 1871 and 1S81 in- 
oreased from 132,805 to 195,516, or by 62,- 
451. From 1881 to 1891 it inoreased from 
195,.316 to 297,648, or by 102..332. It is by 
theae Sgures and not by thoae uf Vtio pio- 
soribod corporate limits that the growth of 
Montreal in ten years of protection is to bo 
judged." 

Anyone who is at all fair-minded muat 
see that the Gazette la right. The out- 
skirts of the city owed their extension to 
the activity of the centre. If proteotion had 
not increased tho manufactures of tho city 
some of these suburban municipalities 
would have remained sleepy Tillages, 
stationary aa to population, and othera 
of them would never havo had an 
existencd at all. We may add 
that we are very far from accusing Mr. 
Laurier of having intentionally attempted 
to deceive hie hourera and tho country at 
largo. lie most likely boUovod that the 
figures which ho gave were in every respect 
correct. He la not a buaineaa man and it 
probably never entered his head that there 
were facta and ciroumatanoes loft out of hU 
oaloulationa that ought to have been taken 
into consideration, and that if due' weight 
had boon given to them his concluaioni 
would have been materially different. Tho 
candid reader will therefore have to admit 
that in political calculationa it ia not aafe to 
placo too muoh reliance on mere figures. 



difiSoultiea it would not assume this dea- 
ponding tone. It la quite evident that in ita 
opinion the whole farming olaaa ia auffering 

grievously, and that unless something ia done 
to help the British farmer his condition, 
deplorable aa it is, will beoome worae atill. 
Tho Express gois on to say : 

Our readers know only too well how need- 
less it waa to eot out these fiaurea to prove 
tho denpyrato Htriiiiu to which the farmer 
haa been reduced ; but, unfortunately, the 
HODoral public doea not appreciate tho fact. 
If Che public did uuderotund all that it 
means there would be immediate relief, for 
then thero would bo auoh an expression of 
public opinion that no government could 
ullord to ignore it. An it ia the govornmont 
will do rolhiiiR— if we uxoept the appoint- 
mtnt of a Royal Comniisaion, which, of 
onursf, luoanb nothing [more or less than tho 
ahelvirj; of tho matter tor an indefinite 
period — ao long as the oomplaini) ia confined 
to tho farmers. 

When the Mark Lane Ezpreaa aaya that 
the English farmer ia reduced to " desperate 
straits," it ia worse than foolish for any 
Canadian froo trader, ao called, to try to 
make hIa countrymen believe that English 
farmers aro very well oil and that thoy live 
easy Uvea. Further evidence of the straits 
to which theae farmera, in a country whioh 
has bad half a oentury'a experience of froo 
trade, are reduced, ia contained in the fol- 
lowing paragraph from the sams paper : 

We must note that 242 farmera entered 
into deeds of arrangements durini^ tho year, 
which, strange to aay, is exactly tho aamo 
number aa last yoar. This, of course, is 
practioally baokruptoy, although there may 
bo technioAl differences. Further than this, 
409 farmera have found it neoeaaary to give 
billa ol sale ovoi- their belongioga during the 
twelve montba — a fact whioh ahowa hnw 
aerioua their poaitlon muat have been. We 
sinoerely trust the New Year may prove 
better ; and we wish that wo could think ao, 
but — alaa 1 the outlooU is still black. 

There aro, wo daro B:iy, Canadian journal- 
ists and politioiaud who will declare that tho 
proepcot of the British farmer ia bright, but 
what intelligent man will believe them when 
the Mark Lane Expreaa declarea that it is 
black T If after fifty years of freo trade tho 
British farmers are in "desperate straits" 
what warrant have tho farmera of tho Do- 
minion to conclude tint they would ho 
hotter cir if Mr. Liuricr sbjuld obtain for 
them tho same kind of freo trade ? Iiike 
cauaes produce like effeota, and the trade 
ayatem under whioh British agrloulture 
languishes in not likely to be beneficial to 
Canadian agriculture.

TBJS PRINGIPLB AT STAKE. 

Id is greatly to be regretted that the 
Board of School Trustees had not tho moral 
courage to come to a deSoite decisioa in the 
Heath case. The offence of which Mr. 
Heath waa accased waa againat the fanda- 
mencal principle of our public school ayatem. 
That system ia undenominational or non- 
seotarian. Itia atall times of thevery first im- 
portaoco that tho echools undorit shall main- 
tain their undenominational character. The 
teacher, therefore, who in the performance 
of his duty casts reflections upon any de 
nomination of Christians or ridicules its 
tenets, commits an ofTenoe which no Board 
of Trustees can ofTord to overlook. All 
who are entrusted with the administration 
of tho Echool law, from the highest to tho 
lowest, are in good faith bound to see that 
tho religioua convictions and feelings 
of persons of ail denominations aro 
respected by those to whom the 
education of tho children is en- 
trusted, ('ommon honesty d'^manda that 
the undenominational principle be rigidly 
maintained, but a school in which the 
teacher Is permitted to outrage the feelings 
of persona of any religious perauaaion cannot 
bo said in any true eense to be non-aeotarian. 
To ua the duty of tho Truateea seems so 
plain that we cannot understand how they 
cou'd make any mistake about it. They 
should firat tiod out whether the teacher 
haa committed the offence laid to hIa 
charge, and then, if he were found guilty, 
dispeneo with hia aervicea with the leaat 
poaaible delay.

FARM BBS AND FREB TRADE. 

Canadlana are told that free trade— Eng- 
lish free trade — ia a fine thing for tho farm- 
era and that protection ie ruinous to thom. 
In England the people have had the kind of 
trade policy which wo are told is specially 
favorable to tho agricultural class for nearly 
fifty years, and consequently If Canadian 
free traders tell the truth England, and the 
British Islands generally, must bo the Para- 
dise cf farmers. Such a good system work- 
ing steadily for so long a time must 
havu produced the very beat results, and 
Liritish farmers mnsb be the moat to bo en- 
vied of all Bgriouiturlata. Are they } If 
they are, they and their frienda do not 
know when thoy are well off, for they are 
complaining moat bitterly. Tho Ma k 
Lano Exproaa, which is tho English farmora' 
paper, tella tho world what fifty years of 
free trade havo done for that ofaas, In its 
iesae of January 7, it aaya : 

Thero can bo no more terrible and at tho 
same time oonvlnoing object losBon as Co the 
present atato of agrloulture than a glauoo 
through the bankrnpti^ report of tho year 
which has jaat come to an end. The subject 
is a painful one, but it is neoeaaary to face it 
boldly and to appreciate ita meaning. To 
put the matter broadly, we may aay that 
over ainoe 1889 there baa been an inoreaso 
in the number of bankrapta who have been 
described aa farmers. In 1890 there wore 
240, in 1891 there were 260, in 1892 tho 
figures had inoreased to 320, and in 189.3 it 
had grown tn no less a number than 373 
List your (lSfl4) it ia true that there was a 
alight decreaao, for the figuroa stood at 347 
— a ilecrease of 211, This, however, ia not 
anything upon whioh wo can coiiKcatu- 
late ouraolvoa, for tho total ia still 
aerinuQ enough to make any thinidng man 
pauoQ and consider what ic portends. \V hat 
does it mean?

3?he Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 

Prayers by Rev. P. MoF. Maoleod. 

Mr. Hunter presented a petition from 240 
miners of Union Btjalnst the ooal mines 
regulation bill. 

Ibo houao again went into oommlttee on 
tlie land aot amondnionb bit), Mr. Adams in 
the chair. Bill reported oomplete with 
amendments, after a general diaoussion of. 
the land aot lasting nearly three hours. 

Hon. Mr. Tnrner presented a message 
from the Liouteaant-Governor transmitting 
supplementary estimates for the year ending 
30th June 1896, and further supplementary 
estimaiea for the year ending 30;h June 
1895. 

MINSIIAL ACT. 

Mr. Semlin resumed the adjourned do- 
bate on the motion for the second reading of 
the mineral act amendment bill. Ho ob- 
jeoted to the substitution c f the payment of 
$100 a J ear for the $100 wortli of work 
heretofore required to be done each year for 
five years, to hold a claim. 

Hon. Col. Baker pointed out that very 
little work can really be done for the SlOO 
required to be spent annually, and that the 
idea of that provision, as of the one flow 
proposed, waa merely to give time for seour- 
IDi; the capital needed for development, 
while at the same time ensuring th*t the 
mine wonld not be aitogotber negleoted. 
triie biU liaving been weli considered in the 
mining oommlttee lie titonght the house 
miRbit aafely pass it. 

Bill read a second time, af cer further dia- 
oussion. 

Hon. Mr. Tubmbb introduced a bill to 
amend the hortiouitnral board aot, 1894 ; 
and ho asked for the disoharge of the order 
respecting the bill of this nature already 
introduced. Rood a first time. 

ASSESSMENT ACT. 

Hon. Mil. TUKNEK moved the socond 
reading of the assessment aot amendment 
bill. 

Mr, Swoiii) oxprosBod regret that the bill 
indioated a continuanoo of tho mortgage 
tax. 

Mr. Wilijams spoke to the aamo elTect, 
holding that this tax is apt to diaoourugo tho 
introduction of capital into the countiy. 

Hon. Mb. Davib said this bill simply 
aims at the batter coUeotion of taxes by pro- 
viding that their payment may not be 
evaded. With respect to the mortgage tax, 
aa explained at the general elections, tho 
matter ia simply one of the distribution of 
taxation, and if this tax is taken off another 
will have to be put on. It may be that bo- 
fore next session the governmeift will bo 
able to make an entire revision of taxation 
Bo as to permit uf the removal of the mort- 
gage tax, for he felt that it can only be 
taken cit' aa tho roault of a general rearrange- 
ment wheroby tho amount thus remitted 
will bo trade up from some other sources. 
Ho did not agreo vith tlio contention tiiat 
this tax ia at all a blow at cipital, or that it 
haa tho effuot nf keeping money out of cho 
provinca, loan compaoy after loan company 
conatantly coming into the province, the 
number increaaing everyday. What would, 
however, bo a blow against capi- 
tal — a diatinct notice to capital not 
to come hero, would be to permit 
auoh legislation as has been proposed where- 
by tho public aa a body would bo brought 
into competition with private enterprises 
encouraged to come into tho province, with 
out any ofTer of purchase or compensation to 
the company whose bus'.nesa it may bo de- 
sired to carry on as a public entorpriao. Tho 
prinoipal objection to the mortgage tax has 
been that it falls on the man whose property 
is mortgaged, not that it should not be im- 
posed at ail ; but this bill is in quite an- 
other direotloD, getting at) oon-residente 
who do business hero by making their 
agents liable for tho payment of the tax if 
the mortgagee, for instance, happens to re- 
side out of the province. Now a man who 
is absent from the country can evade the 
payment of such taxes, bot under this bill a 
man who is carrying on business here 
through an agent can be made to pay a tax 
upon the income remitted by that agent. 
He moved the adjournment of the debate. 

An evening sitting being spoken of at this 
point, and some members objecting, Hon. 
Mr. Davie said it was not of much impor 
tance whether or not the night sittings 
should commence to-night, but the house 
ought to get down to night sittings in earn- 
est next week. Ho thought they could in 
that event about complete the buaineea in 
that time. The government has very little 
more to brirg down, one matter of impor- 
tance now occurring to him, but not likely 
to oooaeion great debate, being the settle- 
ment of the railway belt matter. 

Debate on aaeessmont bill adjourned on 
division. 

Hon. Col. Bakek moved tho second 
reading of the bill to amend the placer min- 
ing act. Agreed to. 

gUESNEIXB lake DAM, 

Hon. Mr, Davib moved the second read- 
ing of the bill to further amend the aot 44 
Victoria, chap, 19. This relatea to I lu right 
granted a great many yoara ago to ,)ohti 
Adair, jr. , and Joaoph Hunter to erect u 
dam at the outloc of the tiiaesnollo lake, and 
to inino the bed of tho Souih Fork river and 
other lands. IJy aomo ovoraight they 
wore given an ulmoat indifioite 
franchise which might ho held in 
porpoiuity witliout their doing anything 
and tho bill now propoaod is to correoc lliia 
inadvertence, and to provide that the dmii 
mentioned shall be complotod before tlio end 
of 1,S!)7, or that otheriviao tho righl:a and 
privilegea frantod sliall ho void.

In reply I would state that the upward 
filter does not work under the pressure due 
to the bead of water in the barrel, and that 
there is no syphon aotion or suction of the 
delivery pipe leading from the top of the box 
to the disoharge at the bottom. As the 
premisea of the writer are all wrong his 
deductions therefrom need no comment.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria to Borrow tho Sum of 
.?120,000 in AnticipiUion of tliu Ru- 
coipt of its Ruvoiuiu for tho Ye,-\r 
1895. 

WnsiiBAB by virtue of tho Municipal Act, 
1802. and Amending Acts, every municipality 
may under the oondltloni contained thuruin, 
borrow from an; person enoh sum of money 
not exceedlrg, however, an amount equal to 
seventy-five per cent, of the amount of taxes 
collected during the previous year (1891) of tho 
sum that was levied that year by a Koneral 
rato upon land, improvonients or real prop- 
erty In tho munlclriality. and bearing such rate 
ot interest aa may no rciitiiaito, lo ineol tho 
ciirront legal oxpondituro of tho Corporation, 
which becoinea pnyablo out of tho annual 
revenue before tho rovonno for the year be- 
comes payable by tho tax payors ; 

And whereab sovonty-flvo per cent, of tho 
amount of taxes upon land, improvomenlH or 
real property, collected during tho year ISUl, of 
Lho sum that was levied that year by a general 
rate upon land, improvements or real property, 
was ¥124,330.13; 

And wtibreab to meot the current legal ox- 
pondlturo of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria for tho year 1895, payable out of the 
annual revonue, before such revenue for such 
year beconicu payable by the tax payers. It la 
requliiito for the said Corporation to borrow 
tho sum of $120,000; 

Therefore the Municipal Council of tho 
Corporation of the City of Victoria onacla as 
follows: 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria by tho Mayor and the 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow upon 
tho credit ot the said Corporation from any 
person or persons, firm or firms, corporation or 
corporatloes who may bo wUIIdr to advance 
the same, the sum of $190,100, in suot^monnta 
and at such times as subject as horelnRfter pro- 
vided the some may in the opinion of tho 
Mayor and the Ftioanco Committee of tho 
Counoil be required, bearing Interest at a 
rate not exceeding five per centum per annum. 

Seo. 2. The money ao borrowed shall be ex- 
pended in defraying the enrront legal expenses 
of tho said Corporation fsr the year 1895, and 
shall, together with the interest thereon, bo 
ro-payablo and repaid to the lender or londora 
thereof, on or before the Slat day ot December, 
1S9.''>, out of the municipal revenue for tho said 
year. 

See. 3. The amount ao borrowed and interest 
thereon shall bo a liability ot the aald Corpora- 
tion payable out of the municipal revenue for 
current year 1895, and the form ot obligation to 
bo given as acknowledgment ot such liability 
shall be a promissory note or notes to tho sold 
lender or lenders aslho sums may be rciiulrcd, 
signed by tho Mayor and tho FinancoConimlttec 
and tho Clerk of tho said Corporation, and 
bearing 1 he HOixl of Llie Hnid Corporation, all ot 
'.vhlch notoH shall bo made payable on or ho- 
foro tho 3lHt December, IS'Jo. and Bhall contain 
a clause that the liability of tho said Corpora- 
tion Incurred by said promiBsory note or notca 
shall bo a liabilUy payable out of the nmiilcipal 
rovonue for tho current yonr ISit"). 

Sec. 1. In tlio conutruction of this Uy-law the 
expressions "Land" and ■' ImprovomontH," 
and •' Real Property, " ehnll have respectively 
tho moaning given to them In tho Municipal 
Act, 18112, and amendments thereto. 

Sec. 5. This By law may bo cited as tho "An- 
nual Loan By-law. 18?5."

either a favorable 
business communication or its opposite 
polo, a lovo lottur — two species of com- 
position in which, of course, the charm 
for the happy individual addressed is 
quite irrespective of literary merit 
proper. 

Leisure is your only polite letter 
writer. In this busy age wo see letter 
writing crowded out and gradually 
taking its place among the lost arts. 
One evidence of this is the steady popu- 
larity, in perennial now editions, of the 
Olassioal correspondence of the Sovignos 
and Horace VValpoles of bygone genera- 
tions, 

And what, tlioagh rare, of later ago 
BocojQcs the litorary rage 

In the same line. But when v?e of this 

present time shall make our exit from 
the earthly scene tlio enterprising pub- 
lisher will hardly bo able to announce 
our "Life and Letters. " Most likely it 
will bo the "Life, Postscripts and Tele- 
grams" of Whatovor-hor- name-is. 

You have duubtless observed, with ad- 
miring wcjnder, the very extraordinary 
speed witli which tho heroines in emo- 
tional drama.s — as, for instance, in tho 
third act of "Camillo" — dash off letters 
of life and death import on tho stage. 
They clutch a pen, usually an anaoh- 
lonistio gof).so quill, jab it viciou.sly into 
tlio proporty inkstand and then plunge 
through tho letter, reading it aloud as 
they go about three times as speedily as 
an ordinary human being can think, 
mucli los.s speak or write. Then, honp- 
lal in just nine seconds tho document is 
composed, written, folded, sealed, ad- 
dressed and sent off by a convenient 
messenger, which saves the bother and 
oxpeiiso of a s]}ecial delivery stamp, bo- 
•sides bcinf,' nmro distingue, to be an- 
swered in tho next act, ID minutes later. 

New, tliis proceeding, except tho part 
of the impossibly expeditious messenger, 
is really a true picture, allowing for a 
trifle of tlieatrieal exaggeration, of tho 
manner in which modern so called let- 
ters are turned out. I speak hero with 
the authority of experience not only of 
many letters which I have rooeived, but 
of many more which I have written. 

In tho good old days before Kowland 
Hill invented postage stamps, and oven 
subsequently, when those necessaries of 
life used to cost anywhere from three- 
pence to a shilling or two, people felt 
bound to write their money's worth, or 
perhaps their correspondent's money's 
worth, while they were at it. Cheap 
postal facilities have accomplished tho 
ruin of those scriptory morals which the 
hurry and fret of modern life had al- 
roadj' undermined. Separation, tho grand 
motive of correspondence, no longer 
means wliat it did in the Shakespearean 
tinu!, when Romeo's removal to a place 
25 mih.'s, the actual distance between 
Verona and Mantua, away from Juliet's 
abode, w;«s regarded trf both these in- 
genuous young lovers as a "banishment" 
worse tlian dcatli. .Since tlien sti.'am and 
electricity, uul to sjicak of tlie postmas- 
ter general, have abolished tlio ocean it- 
eelf as an obstacle of distance and 
brought the four quarters of tho globe 
together. We telephone or "wire" one 
another or "throw olT a line, " at odd 
momeut.s, not oven our own odd mo- 
ments perhaps, but rather those of the 
stenographer or private seorotary. 

But, yon exclaim, are we to assume 
that humau natin-e, which underlies all 
letters, has changed? Don't people have 
as bright ideas today as they did a cen- 
tury ago and as much literary skill? Of 
course they do. Indeed in tho latter re- 
spect the average standard is distinctly 
higher. The difference is simply tliat 
thi.» ellloresoenco of bright ideas in tlie 
present age takes its legitimate form of 
published literature. Tho inuumorablo 
magazines and lighter periodicals Which 
play so conspicuous a part in modern 
life are tho exjjression of m hat fonner- 
ly found its restricted outlet in jirivato 
correspoudenco. Pons from which flow 
bright and chatty letters are in demand 
for well paid "copy. " With her grace- 
ful gift of expression and vivacious fan- 
cy, who can doubt that if Mme. do Se- 
vigno were living today she would syn- 
dicate her articles, ■write short stories 
for the magazines and confine her writ- 
ten communication with her daughter 
to half sheet notes and ten word tele- 
grams? 

The transition between these two pe- 
riods of letters and literature is most 
typically marked by tho Countess of 
Blossington, who in tho first half of tlio 
present century — say, from about 1820 
to 1850 — wrote and received a vast 
quantity of letters in tho approved stylo 
of tho time, all or most of which were 
utilized for publication. They achieved 
a contemporaneous popularity that was 
perhaps duo in part to the personal pres- 



tige of tho fair countess and largely to 
tho association of her name with those 
of tho lions of the day, from Lord Byron 
and the Count d'Orsy to Disraoli and 
Charles Dickens. At tho same time her 
own writings havo some genuine quali- 
ties which make them by no means dull 
to roadors ef our generation, though wo 
havo outgrown such beginnings as thi.s, 
written at sotting out upon a continental 
tour: "And so I am leaving my homo 
—my happy homo.' There is something 
sad in tho thought I looked often at 
tho pictures and the various objects of use 
and decoration in tho apartmont.s, with 
a sort of melancholy feeling that I had 
not anticiijatod I should oxperienco on 
undertaking a pleasurable tour — a tour 
I havo so long desired to make. Yet 
now that tho moment of departure is 
nearly arrived I almost wish I was DOt 
going. Yes, tho quitting home for an 
indefinite period makes ono thoughtful. 
What changes, what dangers, may como 
before I sleep again beneath its roof I 
Perhaps I may never — But I must not 
give way to such sad forebodings. The 
taking leave of friends is painful. Even 
those whose society afforded littlo pleas- 
ure assume a new interest in tho mO' 
ment of my parting. " And so on. 

In tho pul»lioation of tho letters writ- 
ten to Lady Blessingtou, about contem- 
poraneous with Mooro's memoirs of By- 
ron, wo havo some of tho beginnings of 
what has .since become deplorably com- 
mon — nanioly, tho public exhibition of 
personages in undress, so to speak, by 
giving out to print what they wrote 
unguardedly for the private eye of inti- 
mate friends only. We lind the fastidi- 
ous Biilwer Lytton saying: "People 
walk about hero (JUargate) in whito 
shoes and enjoy themselves aa much as 
if they were not Englishmen. I am now 
going to stroll along tho sands and tease 
tho shrimps, which aro singularly play- 
ful, considering that they are born to bo 
boiled." Again: "Literaturo M'ith me 
seems dead and buried. I read very lit- 
tlo and writo naught. I find stupidity 
very healthy. " Disraoli talks bombas- 
tically about "that groat lubber, tho 
public," and inquires whether it would 
bo worth his while to read Balzac. Dick- 
ens is quite himself when ho writes: "I 
am told that down in Devonshiro there 
are young ladies innumerable who read 
crabbed numuscripts with tho palms of 
their hands and newspapers with their 
ankles, etc. , and who aro, so to speak, 
litorary all over. I begin to understand 
what a bluestocking means and Lave 

not tho smallest doubt that Lady , 

for instance, could writo quite as enter- 
taining a book with the solo of her ioot 
as over she did with her head. " 

In refresliing contrast to this sort of 
thing is tho delicate reserve of La Con- 
tossa GuicciMi in tho following letter 
to Lady lilcswington, which ia its own 
comment: "You ask me for some docu- 
ments, for some extracts, of Lord By- 
ron, and letters to mo from Greece, to 
prove how his devouement to me con- 
tinued to bo the same till his death. But 
what shall I answer yon on this sub- 
ject? Perliaps you will bhimo mo, but I 
cannot conceal from j-ou that I havo tho 
greatest dislike to publish now any of 
Lord Byron's letters to mo. And also 
don't you think, my dear Lady Bless- 
ingtou, that if 1 were to give you ox- 
tracts and names, don't you think that 
tho malicious part, ;it least, of your 
readers would say you were influenced 
by your friendHhip toward mo, or by my 
entreaties, to .speak ia honorable term.s 
of Lord Byron's affection for mo? This 
is HO niueh my ov.'n opinion that I am 
convinced tlio ^vorl(l would give much 
more credit to everything honorable you 
will say about Lord. Byron not only 
without my own extracts, etc., but still 
moio also had you published it when 
you had no acquaintance with or friend- 
ship for mo. " 

How much more callous are we in our 
generation who have been entertained, 
among other thing.s, with tho lovo let- 
ters of Keats, tho correspoudenco of 
George .Sand and Alfred do Mussot and 
tho conjugal backbitings of the Carlyles I 
Another evil effect of this kind of 
publicity upon tho part of letter writing 
is that nowadays almost every bod}-, espe- 
cially literary somebodies, writes with 
tho constant conviction that the public 
and posterity aro looking over their 
Hhoulder.s. They pose in their most inti- 
niato letters, which the recipient can 
Dover gratefully feel are written for him 
and for liiin alono. 

If this v,-(.-re intended to be a chapter 
of advico, which it is not, my refrain 
would be reticence and reserve. Never 
writo that to which you must add the 
caution, "Burn tliis letter. " If you do, 
y(ju ni:i3' absolutely count upon its care- 
ful preservation. Tho more it may seem 
capable of spontaneous combustion from 
its own warmth the more certainly 
there really is of its (escaping tho devour- 
ing element. A* tho K;imo time it may 
not bo neceKsai*>' to handle sonlimenf, 
for these remarks, of course, apply to love 
letters in x>articular, with such severe 
caiitipn as did a certain young woman 
known to the. history of English letters, 
to wlioni a clergyman addressed a writ- 
t<:n proposal of marriaga Her reply was: 
To tlic lii-v. Di-arly B. Lovi;d: 
Bill — Yes. Youra truly, — ■ 

This is perhaps the briefest woman's 
letter on record. The most charming 
and ideally perfect one I should like to 
give :ds(); but, alasl that is "the letter 
that never came. " 




P. S.— It will be noticed that in this 
chat about letters I have said nothing 
about postscripts and their alleged in- 
separability from the feminine epistle. 
Tho fact is that so inoousoquential and 
unfounded an insinuation scarcely calls 
for contradiction.

aotion apparently doea not consider their 
own City Engineer competent to design theae 
plans, a majority of thecompetitora have, by 
their oommunicatlona, placed on reoord their 
opinion, whioh is worth a i;reab deal more 
than that of the aldermen, that Mr, Wilmot 
is porfeotly capable of performing tho work. 
Ab to the outcry about expense and loss of 
time, the corporation have been aware for a 
oonslderable period that the water supply 
was in an unnatiafactory state, and If it does 
ooBt a few hundred dollars and the loss 
of a few weeks time, both tho 
one and tho other will be well expended if 
the resnlt is a pure and proper supply to the 
oily. Wore the matter sabmitted to inoom- 
petent judges you might lose both your time 
and vour money. 

" Ritopayer'd " suggsatlon in last night's 
paper that competilors should bo invited to 
ooDHtruot models lo tho city bull might pos- 
sibly be adapted if the city is prepared to pay 
liberally for them. Aa the plans already sent 



in have probably coat the oompetitors in 
time and cash some $3,000, with a problem 
aticil return of SoOO, I doubt whether the 
proposition would be acceptable, except to 
those who desire to obtain value without 
paying for lb.

to supply the Catholica with bread for so 
many oenturloa." Mr. Heath said that he 
had taken tho communion in a Roman 
Cithollc church and ao became possessed of 
the wafer ho referred to. Misa Duncan be- 
ing herself a Roman Catbollo, know that bis 
definition of transubatantiation was true, 
but she certainly did not like to bear the 
Roman Catholio religion spoken of aa it was 
before the whole daaa. tTbe Test aob, in 
ccnneobion with which Mr. Heath's remarks 
were made, was one of many things taken 
up in the history class that morning ; it was 
not long under disouasion. 

Florenoe Jackcon (14) related how Mr. 
Heath bad said that the body of Christ 
must be very large to supply so many peo- 
ple all these years. Mr. Heath had atated 
to the class, perhaps Dob on thia oecaaion, 
that any remarks he might make were not 
to bo oonetraed aa an attaolE upon any 
religion. She herself waa an attendant at 
the First Preabyterian Sabbath aohool, bat 
she did not like Mr. Heath's remarks. 
They leemed to her dlareapeotfol and in bad 
taste. 

Cora Helena Loato (15) corroborated the 
previous witness aa to Mr. Heath's remark 
that tho body of Christ must have been very 
largo to supply ao many. Ho apoke quite 
aerlously and ho said that be did not 
mean to aay anything against religion. He 
told, too, of how the communicants received 
only the broad and tho priests the wine. 
Hia romarka wore in explanation of tran- 
aubatantiatioo ; oho did nob understand it 
before — nor after. 

Margaret Murray (IB), an adherent of 
the Preabyterian cburuh, gave evidence in 
oonnootion with Mr. Heath's explanation of 
tho doolrino of tranaubstantiatlon from 
tho Roman Catholio atandpoint — that the 
broad and wino were tranaformod by tho 
bloasing of the prieati into the actual body 
and blood of the .Siviour. Mr. Flcath naid 
that tho body of Joeua Christ could not bo 
large enough to supply so many — »t loaat 
that was tho idea intended to he convoyed. 
Thia witness while herself a Preabyterian 
had nob taken Mr, Heath's remarks aa 
"right or nice." She had not considered 
them proper and had spoken about them at 
homo, 

Lillian Sutherland (16) romembored quite 
well the morning when tho history loseon 
was upon this Test aot. Mr. Heath In illus- 
tration told how when he was in Paria he 
had gone to one of the Roman Catholic 
churches and had on payment of a small 
sum received a ticket admitting him to 
communion. Ha was there given a wafer, 
which he pat in his pocket, but no wine — 
the priests got the wine. According to the 
doobrine of transubatantiation the wafer waa 
the real body of Gbriat and the wino His 
blood. Then Mr. Heath bad asked the 
olaas if they didn't think that Christ must 
have had a very large body to aupply com- 
munioanta all these years, and had said 
that the priests must be very bloodthirsty 
men to drink ao mnoh wine if as they 
claimed it was transformed into the blood. 
She was quits certain that the reference to 
the bloodthiratlneas of the priests bad been 
made by Mr. Heath on this oooaaion. 
Though herself a Preabyterian she had not 
at all liked the way in which Mr. Heath 
spoke ; she considered it diarespectfal to 
Christ. 

" What sort of a memory have you," 
asked Mr. Heath, availing himself of the 
pormiaaiou granted him of aaklng questions. 
" What sort of a memory have I found you 
to hivo in your lessocs ?" 

" You know thot best," waa the reply. 
" My memory is I think as good as that of 
many others In tho class." 

" But I want an answer," Mr. Heath in- 
sisted. " What sort of a memory have I 
found you to have in your lessons V 

The Cuairma.v decided that the question 
was not a pormissible one ; if Mr. Heath de- 
sired to dlaoredlt the witness' evidence he 
might bring in any records of the division 
that he thought would aid htm. 

Beatrice J. Tobin (17), explained how the 
Paris Inoidonb had been introduced by Mr. 
Heath in explaining tho differences in public 
opinion exiating at the time of Charles II 
and now. He had certainly said that 
Christ's body must have been very largo to 
supply bread and wine to the people for so 
many years. The oommnnioants, he ex- 
plained, sot thsttread and the priesta the 
wine. (Then he added that) the priesta 
maat be bioodthiraty men to have drank ao 
much blood. Xbia witneaa was a memtier of 
St. Jame*' church; ahe oonatdered Mr. 
Heath's remarks disreapeotfai and improper. 

Mary McOraw (IS) went over very mncb 
the same ground as the previous witnesses, 
endoraiog the atatemont that Mr. Heath had 
aaid what a very lorgo body Christ must 
have had to supply so many people. She 
did not hear anything about the priesta and 
the wino, but interpreted the romarka of tho 
teacher aa dimoBpeotful and ofTonaivo, par- 
ticularly to tho Roman Catholica. Shn did 
not aay that Mr. Hoath meant thorn to lie ao. 
Ho could have explained tho hiatory lesson 
without any such allusions aa to the magni- 
tude of Christ's body. Thia history Ituaon 
waa peculiar as in it Mr. Heath wont out of 
hla way to say aomolhing that might bettor 
have been left unsaid. 

Tisu.sTEK Mauciiant thought that It waa 
clear Mr. Heath had been injudicious. After 
explaining transubatantiation he had by hia 
remark aa to the magnitude of Christ's body 
directed the attontion of tho olasa to tho 
iUogicdil character of the Roman Catholic 
doctrine. No matter how much the mem- 
bers of the board might endorse the logic it 
should not have been uacd in ihe school. 
The (jueBtion was, however, to hia mind at 
leant, whether any blaaphemoua or dicro- 
apootful remark had boon made. Tho evi- 
dence BO far showed nothing of the kind. 

Tho examination proceeding, 

Alico Cathcarb (15), tho last of the girls, 
was called. She stated that after relating 
the Paris incident Mr. Heath said that he 
did not get any wine. Then he rerasrked, 
"What blood thirsty feilowa the priests 
must bo to drink all the wine if, aa they Bay, 
it la really changed into the blood of 
Christ." Ho said too, "Just think, I had 
tho Scab of Jonua Ctiriat in my pooket— how 
largo the body of Jesna Christ must have 
boon to supply ao many." Mr. Heath's ex- 
preaaions were certainly most offensive to 
tho Roman Catholics and witneaa lioraolf, 
though a Protestant, did not think they 
were right. 

Only a few of tho boya were questioned, 
tho hour being late. 

Cecil Berkeley related tho Paris inoidont 
as he remembered it. Mr. Ueath had paid 
a email sum of money to attend communion, 
ho bald, and hud rocoived a little wafer 
which he put in hla pocket, Ho expected 
to get some wino too but tho prioat took tho 
wine. Aocording to the Roman Catholic 
belief, Mr, Heath aaid, the wafer waa tho 
body and tho wino tho bluod of Clirist, 
Then he added that there must have been a 
lot of Chriab's body to supply so many 
wafnrp, (Thfl teacher's remarks were in- 
tended to bo in explanation of tho dllToronoo 
la publio opinion on roligloua maltora in 
tie timo of Charlea II and now. Master 
Borkoloy underatood tho referenco to tho 
magnitude of Christ's body to have been in 
joke, and smiled ab it aooordingly, He 
himself was an attendanb of Chriat Chnroh 
oabhedral, ■ 

' K. P. WoUu6)n (13) explained Mr, 



Heath's Paris incident in his own way. 
Mr. Heath had, ho said, paid a imall sum 
of money to go into the barer inside tho 
rail and went. He was given a wafer of 
dough, but gob no wine, although he had 
paid for it. 'The priests drank uU the wine. 
He dli not remember Mr. Heath making 
uao ot the word bioodthiraty, but in fact he 
had paid little attention to tho matter. 
Wbon tho boys had apokon to him about it 
bo had bad very little to say. 

Ale::andfir Dow endorsed tho atatemont 
that Mr. HeutD had said the body of Christ 
must have been pretty large to last so many 
years. He did not remember beariug any 
reference to the priests as bloodbblraty ; 
doubtless he would have heard it had any- 
thing been said. 

E. Greenfield (16), a Charoh of England 
boy, teablfied that Mr. Heath had aaid if the 
doctrine of transabstantiation was to be h»- 
lleved Chriat must have had a very large 
body to supply the communion wafers for 
the past hundreds of years and to keep on 
supplying them. Mr. Heath waa oontraat- 
ing publio opinion in the time of Charlea II 
and publio opinion of to-dny. 

Morris Thomas (13), testified to the uae 
by Mr, Heath of the expression that Chriat 
must have bad a very large body to supply 
so many people with bread, but had nob 
heard the teacher say anything about the 
priesta being bloodthirsty fellows or biood- 
thiraty men. He could Qot aay potltively 
that he did not make uae of the expresiion, 
but ho did not hear It. 

Thomaa Hickey (17), had nob heard Mr. 
Heath make any remark as to tho necessary 
magnitude of Chrial's body or tho biood- 
thiraty churucter of tho prieata. He did not 
know yet^the meaning of transubatantiation 
but believed it waa tho auppoaod ohangiDgof 
the bread and wine into tho body and blood 
of Chriat. 

The board deciding that any further evi- 
dence waa unntcesaary, the aoholara remain- 
ing in attendance wore dinmiaaed and tho 
truateea proceeded todeliboratlon- Provioua 
ot conaideration of tho aorioua caao before 
them, howev'or, ihey rocoived and promptly 
ruled out of order a petition from tho pupils 
of tho diviaion for a half holiday Monday in 
compeneation for the dotontion. 

Tkuhtke Maiiciiant, on the board coming 
to buainoea, atuted that there could be no 
ahudow of doubt as to the Paria Incident. 
Mr. Heath had evidently made tho remark 
attributed to him in regard to tho magni- 
tude of Christ's body, but he did nob think 
that he had said anything in regard to the 
bloodthirabioesa of the priests, 

TBC8Tii& Lewis interjected that this was 
to his mind simply a conoootion. 

Trdstke Saundbbs did nob agree with 
this view of the matter. He thoroughly 
believed that the remark had been made, 
although the boya had nob been (piiok 
enough to oatoh it. lb was io the aame 
spirit and the natural aeqnence of the re- 
mark as to the magnitnde of Chriat's body. 

Trustee Lovbll thonght that the case 
was clear io regard to the main fact — Mr. 
Heath bad certainly referred to the body of 
Jesus Christ in a mannor most offensive and 
entirely uncalled for. 

Tiuistek Glovkh— The whole question Is, 
has article IG been violated in letter or spirit 
— ho^Mr. Heath been advancing or decrying 
any particular dogma or creed. 

'TiiusTEU M AKCUANT hold that it was a 
natural conclusion that, if Mr. Heath's 
teaching was offenaivo to the Roman Citho- 
lloa, or any other Chriallan denomination, 
ho was deoervhig of sovoro cenauro. The 
trustee board was not, howovor, tho tribunal 
to pasa judgment upon him — tho matter waa 
ono for tho Counoii of Publio Instruction 
alone to deal with. 

The Chaiuman — There is ono duty cspeo- 
ially vested in the truatees. Wo are to ace 
that the aohonl regulations aro carried out 
Regulation IG provides that no dogma nor 
oreed shall be tanghb in the aohoola. In 
thia oaso there has plainly been a violation 
of this rule, 

TnusTKK Maiiciiant urged that tho de- 
partment of education had evidently 
thought otherwise. Had they not accepted 
tho responalbllity, tho matter would not 
first of all have been reported to tbem, and 
Superintendent Pope would not have 
hastened to bold bis inveatigation. The 
Counoii of Pnblio Inatmctioa baTing shown 
by holding that inveatigatioD that they pro- 
posed to deal with the matter, the board 
should await their verdiot — the auapeoalon 
or caneeliation of Mr. Heath's certifioate, 
hia oensnre or his exoneration. 

The Chairman held a directly contrary 
opinion. Were the Council of Public In- 
struotion to take the decision of tbia matter 
out of the hands of the board he would look 
upon it SB a direct snub— an exprcaaion of 
want of confidenco in tho ability of tho 
trustees to handle thoir own allaira. 

TiujSTKK Maiiciiant did not think tlio 
truatoo boald should feel aggrieved if the 
education department waa inclined to man- 
age affairs that wore clearly within Its 
province. He felt euro that the 
Counoii of Public Inatruolion would 
only dotormine upon action after careful in- 
vealigatioD, and ho waa willing to abide 
by thoir dociaion, whitovor it might be. 
Approaching tho matter In debate without 
ihoelightcat rcPgioua prejuilice, ho could 
see very little to complain of in what had 
boon said and done, although Mr. Heath's 
remarks might have been and undoubtedly 
worn taken as offensive by tho members of 
tho Roman Catholic church. In other parts 
of hiatory no doubt oocatlona of oflonco to 
other denominations would neceaaarlly arise. 
The tcachera could nob change hiatory even 
if hiatory aomotimes proved ollenaive. In 
hia opinion tho present transgreseioD or in- 
diaorotioD was not grave enough to osU for 
moro than an expression of distinct diaap- 
probation. Mr. Heath bad nndonbtedly 
acted somewhab anwlasly, bob ib waa for tho 
Council of Publio Instruotion to deal with 
him. The board might exprcaa disapproval, 
but it could go no further. 

TursTEK (ii.ovKii had oonio to tho present 
Inquiry, ho aaid, vrilh a decided prejudice 
against tho acouaed. After liatening to all 
the teatimony, however, his viowa had some- 
what changoti, though ho admitted Mr. 
Hoath to hnvo been very indlaoreot. The 
faob remained, ao far as ho could see, that 
Mr. Heath had not been proved to have 
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committed the fault for which ho was upon 
hla trial — violation of rulo IG If the 
charge againnt him had been saying some, 
thing calculated to give offaooe to a religious 
denomination the course of action would bo 
clear, but there was no ovidence btfore the 
board that Mr. Hoath bad been teaching 
any dogma or oreed in his division. He 
(Trustee Glover] advocated an expression of 
censure but nothing more. 

CiiAraMAN Hatwabd was thoronghly aat- 
iiQed in his own mind that Mr. Heath had 
deliberately violated the very essence or 
spirit of article 16, The Ctiristian church 
dividing on this partioniar doctrine of tran- 
aubstantiation, to discredit it as Mr. Heath 
unquestionably bad was to bring the most 
powerful weapon available, ridicule, to bear 
in an attack upon the Koman Catholic faith. 

Trusteh Makchant denied that there 
had been any ridicule. Mr, Heath was 
simply illustrating tho natural interenco to 
bo drawn from tho acceptation of the Roman 
Catholio doctrine of traneubatantiation, 

CiiAlUMA.v Havwauu — Well what strong- 
er argument could Mr, Hoath have used to 
diaturb or break down tho faith of tho 
Roman Catholic children in hla care than 
tho words thit wo admit he did uao '1 Tho 
board la a unit in agreeing that Mr. Heath 
did make use o( the remark attributed to 
him in regard to the neoessary magnitude of 
tho body of Jobub Christ, 

Trustee MAiiCiiANT— I grant that, bub I 
don't think Mr. Heath went bo far aa to 
ridicule any religion, Tho children did not 
BO understand him. Miaa Doran, the moat 
affacbed of all, aaya disbinotly bhab she doea 
nob think his remarks woro intended in 
ridicule. 

Trdstke Saunders thought that the 
board had a most unpleasant duty to por- 
torm, but becauso ib was unpleaiant ib waa 
none the less a duty, and one that had to be 

Esrformed. He thought Mr. Heatb bad 
een proved beyond alldoubt guilty of hav- 
ing violated article 16, and he thought that 
a man of bis education and intelligaDoe muab 
have had his eyes fully open at the time. 
Such being the laot he considered the board 
thonld notminoe matters, bub ahonld visit 
the offenoe with the punishment ib deserved. 

TnnsTEE Lkwis admitted that Mr. Heath 
bad made a mistake in saying more than 
was perhaps required — ho might very well 
have left out his Paris incident. Mr. Heath 
had evidently said that Chriat must have 
hud a very largo body If tho doctrine of 
transubatantiation waa to be believed, but 
he (Trustee Lewis) did not think ho had 
aaid anything about the priests being blood- 
thirsty men. A few of the glrla had evi- 
dently got together and concocted that part 
of the story. All that could hd said against 
Mr. Heath was, In hia opinion, that ho had 
been indiaoreet In explaining too much ; it 
was not, however, for fhe board to deal with 
the matter. The Council of Publio Icatruc- 
tion ahould deal with tho matter. 

Tiii'STEit Loveli, thought that Mr. Heath 
had boon guilty of the graveat indiocretion. 
It was certain that he had related tho ob- 
jectionable Paris Btory, and it waa equally 
certain chat It contained ridicule of the 
Roman Catholic faith. Tho telling of thia 
atory was wholly unnecessary. Children 
could not bo expected to understand the 
doctrine of transubatantiation when oven 
tho beat. men in tho world cannot. They 
have to be assured that ib is something of a 
spiritual miraole and mlraoles are not much 
thought of by the people of to day. Ho 
certainly was of the opinion that Mr. Hoaih 
bad violated article 16, and though the 
pupils did nob draw the oonciusion bhab 
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ridicule of tho Roman Catholio religion waa 
Intended ho did not see that any other in- 
ference could be taken from the language 
used — for that It was used all tho board 
agreed. Mr. Heath's remarks were per- 
feotly uncalled for and the only quosticn for 
the board to consider was that of tho 
punishment. The toaohers of the city 
should be shown that It la of the utmost 
Importance to " inouloato the highosb 
norallty," bub leave all religions and dogmas 
and creeds aevoroly alone. 

Trustee Gloveu was not yet convinced 
that article 16 had been violated ; if be was 
so convinced he would vote for expulsion. 

The Chaibhak said the matter was clear 
to his mind. The two great bodies 
of Chrisbians divided on this ona question 
of braneubstanblatlon, and if, as Mr. Heabh 
had, you abtack by ridicule or otherwise tho 
Roman Catholio faith, you negatively preach 
the Protestant religion. 

To torminato the discussion, Truatee 
Merchant introduced the following resolu- 
tion, which found a seconder in Trustee 
Glover and also met with the approval of 
Trustee Lewis : 

" Whereaa tho Council of Public Instruo 
tion maintains tho exolualvo right of regulat- 
ing acd controlling the studies of our 
achoola ; and wheroia the oertifioatea of 
teaching qualiScatlon and atanding held by 
our toaohers are granted by tho government; 
and whereas this board deplores any inter- 
foronce with the religious acruplea of any 
and all pupils attending our achoola and 
cmphatioally oxpresaea Its disapproval of 
the teaching of religious dogma or creed 
and repudiutca any attempt to cast ridicule 
upon any form of religion ; be it therefore 
resolved, that thia board awaits the action 
of the CoUDoil of Publio Inatruolion upon 
the Neil Heath caeo before passing any 
judgmoDb thereon." 

TiiUSTEB Saunders did not agree with 
the resolution. The duty devolved npon 
the board and nob the Uonncil of Publio In- 



struction, ond ho for one waE not afraid bo 
aasumo it. He moved in amondmonb that 
Mr. Heath be auiiponded for aix montha, or 
if this could not be done that hia aervlcea be 
diap'.inaed with at the expiration of thirty 
dayu. 

Tho amendmend failed to find a eeoonder. 

The Cuairmak said that tho resolution 
proposed waa a moab Impolenb concluaion, 
and would bo ao regarded by every Intelli- 
gent person. Ho was satisfied that it would 
bo generally read as he would paraphrose it : 
" Whereas tho Public School Aob, 
section 48, makes it incumbent on 
School Tmstoes ' to see that bhe sohooli 
are oonduobed according to tho authorized 
regulations';! and whereas article IC of the 
authorized regulations requires ' that the 
highest morality shall be Inooloated, but no 
religious dogma nor oreod'.shall be taught '; 
and whereas the serious charges against Mr. 
Heath as contained in Principal Paul's let- 
ter to him of the 18th have after an exhaus- 
tive examination been olearly proved, and 
on which we are unanimously agreed ; and 
whereaa we are laokinK in the neoeaaary 
baokbone to give foroe and effect to our 
opinioDB by rendering a verdiob; therefore 
be lb resolved that this board agrees to an 
abstraob reaolubion, having no pracbical ap- 
plication to the question ab isauo, and they 
humbly watt until the Council of Publio In- 
structionkindlyroliovesusof them unpleasant 
but clearly defined duty.' 

Tho diaouaalon followijig was brief bub 
anisnabed. Ib WRS terminabed by the adop- 
tion of tho resolution on the following vote ; 

Yea — Trustees Marohant, Glover and 
Lewis— 3. 

Nay— Trustees Saunders and Lovell. 

Tbustek Saunders inqaired if the chair- 
man aa a member of the board could not 
vote? 

Chairman Hatwabd— I am sorry to say 
the chairman cannot vote. Otherwise I 
should certainly endorse Mr. Heath's dis- 
missal.
